commission and tied up many miles of

3.30 o'clock and from then until about ' 
'4:.20 the. play- of the 
elements con- 


tinued with unceasing, fury.

throughout the day had been almost ! 
unbearable. 
Though it was by no | 


means cool following the cloudburst, ' 
the late afternoon and evening were 
a trifle more comfortable. 


There v.vre two fires in this section. 


An entire set of farm buildings near 
the Breakfast 1'ill station in Green- 
land were destroyed and a barn and 
blacksmith shop in Xewington, owned 
by Irving Brooks, were also destrojed. 
The lightning struck

buildings, but no great damage was 
caused. 


The Portsmouth Power Co. and the 


New England Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. suffered greatly. 
It 
was 
the 


worst .1 torm that the telephone com- 
pany hus experienced in years. Threa 
hundred wires were put out of com- 
missions, carrying 1000 and 1200 sub- 
scribers, mostly confined to'cables at 
Atlantic Heights, Wallis Sands, Green- 
land, Islington street and between 
-Stratham and Exeter. The cable was 
in very bad shape between ths Hamp- 
ton telephone offlcs and Lafayette road. 
Fifteen men, divided into three groups, 
are working today straightening mat- 
ters out, but it is estimated that it will- 
be well into nest week before the dam- 
age is rectified. 


The Portsmouth Power Co. also had 


serious trouble. Lightning came'intu 
the station operating the electrically 
driven wells near the overhead bridge 
on the Portsmouth and Concord rail- 
road branch and this was put out of 
commission. 
The electric apparatus 


at the Sherburhe Springs pumping 
[ station was also, put out of commls- 


1 sion and it was necessary to use gaso- 
line engines to generate electricity to 
operate the pumps. It was necessary 
to open the Haven Springs station in 
connection with Sherburne Springs to 
furnish the water supply for the city. 


Lightning came in on the feed wires 


into the electric switchboard in the 
\ •operating room _ on 
the Memorial 


bridge, causing an overload ot juico 
at the power station on the apparatus 
controlling the circulation and vacu- 
»m mimps. 
It-stopped operation of 


the tarbine engines and the plant was 
practically out o£ commission for ten 
minute ..or rr.ore. The bridge opera- 
tor*, knowing of the trouble, hurried to 
the power- plant and explained what 
bad happened in tho tower and gave 
the Power Co. men a good start in 
getting after the trouble. 


The cars of the Portsmouth Electric 


j railway w«re tied up during the storm 
land a loss of power caused a some- 
what longer delay, so that for about 
two hour» there were no cars moving 
and passengers. - were gathered all 
along the line hoping to get home after 
the severe shower. 
Supt. Dotrdell 


soon had things going again, however, 
in excellent time, considering th» un- 
usual trouble.."

On the Lafayette road a large elrn 


was blown down and fell across the" 
road, blocking traffic for more than an 
hour and carrying down telephone and 
electric light- wires. The tree crashed 
between two machines headed for this 
city and the second machine stopped 
only a few feet away from

Two apple trees were struck by

[the University of Chicago told 
the 


[Fourth Annual Institute for Religious 


I Education of. the -Unitarian Laymen's 
[League at the Isles of Shoals in his 
lecture^ on "Buddhism and the Mod- 
ern World." 
' 


"For 2600 years it has_continued with 


living,' vital, • growing; expending, ac- 
commodating power. Buddhists claim 
that their faith has sufficient idealism 
elesticity and a concrete ethical code 
that makes it worthy to become the 
universal religion of .the future. 
" 


• "They are conducting a 
gigantie 


propaganda to promote that end." 


Prof. Hayclon told how Buddhism 


began in India as a. i-evoltjagainst the 
old forms, 600 years, before Christ. 
That which came to be known as Bud- 
dhism was one of six solutions present- 
ed when the revolt against the old 
Border reached its height and a cure 
was sought for the sufferings of this 
world. It was a practical vary of 
ethical living, building character that 
was to ensure eternal bliss. 


India accepted it and it spread 


around the world. India ceased to be 
dominated • by Buddhism during 
the 


second century after Christ, but its 
expansion elsewhere has been phe- 
nomenal. One reason for this, Profes- 
sor-Haydon explained, is that it has 
been able to accommodate itself 
to 


t-very type of human being. 


Dr. Justin "VV. Xixon of Rochester, 


X. T., continued his lecturs on the 
social function of the church with a 
discussion of morality as a social pro- 
cess. From his previous lectures he 
presented these''two .facts: 


The old order of church and 
state 


united will never be revived and the 
seeming contradiction that ^religious 
and secular life are absolutely insep- 
arable. 


"The state must reconcile itself to 


the fact," he said, "that the church has 
settled down as a permanent, going 
cooncern to deal as the state once as- 
sumed as its leading function, with 
man's-destiny in this world."
